The interdigitated electrodes have comb-shape. The in-plane switching mode 
inherently comprising or is characterized by interdigitated electrodes in the following 
references: 

Tomioka et al. (US 6682783 B1) disclose (col. 1 lines 36-41) 

"In the active matrix type liquid crystal display apparatus of an in-plane switching type , display of 
information by the liquid display apparatus is performed by applying an electric field nearly in 
parallel to the surface of a substrate using interdigitated electrodes and utilizing birefringence of 
the liquid crystal to control optical properties of the display." 
Held et al. (US 6177972 B) disclose (col. 3 lines 21-24) 

"The IPS LCD cell is characterized by interdigitated electrodes 3, 4 which lie in substantially the 
same plane and are connected to a voltage source. 5 via switch 9." 
Broer et al. (US 7123319 B2) disclose (col. 17 lines 8-12) 

"In order to increase the area of the liquid crystal layer which can be switched it is convenient to 
use interdigitated electrodes . In order to be able to switch the liquid crystal layer in-plane the 
tines of the interdigitated electrodes must be positioned sufficiently close together, typically 
10nm". 

All references Clark, Patel and Jaegemalm do not disclose the interdigitated electrodes, 
which inherently generate the electric field parallel to the substrates as the applicants' 
invention.
